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AZALEAS 


Azaleas  are  without  doubt  the  most  beautiful 
flowering  plants  we  have  in  the  south.  Their  sea¬ 
son  of  blooming  is  very  long,  beginning  with  winter 
flowering  Vitata  Fortuni  and  extending  into  June 
when  the  pretty  dwarf  Azalea  Macrantha  is  covered 
with  its  soft,  orange  pink  blooms.  All  azaleas 
are  profuse  bloomers  and  in  the  spring  each  plant 
is  a  solid  mass  of  color. 

Azaleas  of  all  types  are  easily  grown  if  a  few 
rules  are  followed.  They  require  a  good,  well  drained 
soil  that  has  a  slight  acid  reaction.  The  addition 
of  leaf  mould,  peat  and  in  very  heavy,  stiff  soil  a 
small  quantity  of  sand  is  always  beneficial.  Leaf 
mould  and  peat  help  maintain  an  acid  soil  and  a 
mulch  of  leaves  is  good  to  retain  moiture  and  to 
furnish  plant  food  for  the  next  year.  Azaleas  are 
shallow  rooted  and  an  abundance  of  water  in  dry 
weather  is  necessary,  especially  with  young  plants. 
Watering  among  foliage  with  a  hose  is  desirable 
as  a  strong  spray  holds  thrip  and  red  spider  in  check. 

Partial  shade  is  desirable  in  planting  but  dense 
shade  should  be  avoided.  A  lath  house  is  well  suited 
for  growing  plants  on  nursery.  They  should  be 
fertilized  sparingly;  light  application  of  cotton  seed 
meal  about  three  times  a  year,  is  one  of  the  best 
treatments.  It  is  to  be  remembered  that  plants  that 
have  a  quantity  of  large  sappy  growth  produce  far 
less  flowers  and  are  much  more  likely  to  be  killed 
by  freezing  weather  than  slower  growing  plant  of 
the  same  variety. 

Lining  out  size  Azalea  offered  here  were  rooted 
in  last  spring  and  planted  in  beds  early  in  summer, 
giving  plenty  space  for  full  development  of  strong 
root  system  and  bushy  tops  and  far  superior  to  2V2 
inch  potted  plants,  having  roots  enough  to  fill  3 
inch  pot  which  have  twice  the  capacity  of  2V2  inch 
pot. 

We  have  thousands  of  lining  out  size  azaleas 
ready  for  immediate  delivery  but  since  these  small 
plants  have  much  of  tender  growth  and  easily  dam¬ 
aged  by  frost,  we  advise  to  protect  them  against 
the  frost  this  winter.  Extra  expense  of  frost  pro¬ 
tection  will  be  more  than  repaid  by  better  growth 
you  will  gain  by  early  planting  but  those  who  are 
not  prepared  to  protect  them  is  well  to  let  us  book 
orders  and  make  delivery  in  spring  after  all  danger 
of  frost  is  over,  without  any  additional  expense  to 
our  customers. 


AZALEA  INDICA 

The  Indica  group  which  are  fast  grower  with 
mass  of  large  flowers  are  especially  adapted  for 
landscape  planting  all  along  the  Gulf  Coast  up  to 
Atlantic  seaboard  of  North  Carolina.  Around  Mobile, 
Charleston  and  some  other  sections,  there  are  plants 
of  seventy  to  one  hundred  years  old  with  spread  of 
twenty  to  thirty  feet  across,  apparently  without  any 
special  care,  showing  they  are  perfectly  at  home  and 
easy  to  grow.  Nurserymen  in  this  entire  section 
have  golden  opportunity  of  giving  most  lasting  satis- 
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faction  to  their  customers  and  incidentally  enrich 
themselves  by  planting  extensive  collection  of  this 
showy  plant  in  their  nurseries,  because  azaleas  will 
sell  themselves  when  your  customers  see  them  in 
full  bloom.  We  are  listing  most  of  important  va¬ 
rieties,  eliminating  weaker  growers  or  inferior  flow¬ 
ers  when  same  color  can  be  had  in  better  varieties. 

Brilliant — A  good  grower  with  small  dark  green 
leaves.  Deep  watermellon  color,  being  intermediate 
of  Pride  of  Mobile  and  Pride  of  Dorking.  Very 
good  variety. 

Criterion — Compact  grower  with  color  of  strawberry 
ice  cream,  streaked  with  deeper  pink  and  margin 
of  white.  Late  bloomer  and  very  attractive. 

Croemina — Fast  growing  light  pink  flower  of  large 
size  of  early  season. 

Due  de  Rchan — Compact  grower  with  pretty  small 
leaves  and  profuse  bloomer  of  beautiful  salmon 
pink  flowers.  One  of  best  plants  for  pot  culture. 

Elegance — Fast  and  rather  upright  grower  similar 
to  Formosa  with  light  colored  pink  flowers  in  early 
season. 

Flag  of  Truce — Good  size  double  white  flowers  have 
ruffled  edge  petals.  Compact  grower. 

Formosa — Very  fast  grower  with  large  dark  leaves 
and  large  purplish  pink  flowers  which  have  less 
purple  than  Phoenicia. 

George  Franc — Early  bloomer  with  extra  large  sal¬ 
mon  pink  flowers  with  deep  red  throat.  Very 
showy  flowers. 

Glory  of  Sunnyhill. — Compact  grower  with  shiny 
narrow  leaves  and  one  of  the  latest  to  bloom. 
Vivid  orange  red  color. 

Indica  Alba — Rather  upright  grower  with  dull  col¬ 
ored  hairy  leaves.  Pure  white  flowers  in  mid-sea¬ 
son  and  very  hardy. 

Iveryana — Similar  to  Criterion  except  this  variety 
has  pink  stripes  on  pure  white  instead  of  pink 
shade  ground  of  Criterion. 

Mme.  Dominique — One  of  largest  size  indica,  similar 
in  color  to  Criterion,  but  taller  growth,  but  very 
compact  and  blooms  almost  as  late  as  Macrantha 
and  very  hardy. 

Orchid — Upright  grower,  with  light  orchid  colored 
flowers  of  medium  size,  very  early. 

Phoenicia — Fast  grower  with  medium  size  leaves 
with  flowers  of  purplish  pink  which  is  not  often 
wanted  with  other  colors,  but  very  nice  with  white 
flowers  and  this  variety  will  probably  withstand 
more  heat  and  sun  than  any  others. 

Pride  of  Dorking — One  of  the  deepest  red  of  entire 
group.  Blooms  late  in  season  and  while  not  very 
hardy,  yet  one  of  the  best  kind. 
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Pride  cif  Mobile — Fast  grower  with  large  leaves 
similar  to  Formosa  but  of  lighter  color.  Some 
of  largest  and  choicest  azaleas  in  Mobile  section 
are  of  this  variety  and  were  known  formerly  as 
“Watermelon  Pink”  but  we  gave  the  name  of 
“Pride  of  Mobile”  four  years  ago  which  was  im¬ 
mediately  adopted  by  all.  Plants  of  over  70  years 
old,  standing  over  15  feet  high,  smothered  by 
countless  beautiful  pink  flowers  is  a  sight  that 
cannot  be  equalled  by  any.  Very  hardy,  fast  grow¬ 
er,  most  brilliant  color,  mid-season  profuse  bloom¬ 
er  makes  this  one  of  outstandingly  good  and 
profitable  variety  for  Nurserymen  and  Florists 
to  handle. 

President  Clay — Good  grower  with  orange  red  flow¬ 
ers  of  mid-season. 

Prince  of  Orange — Spreading  grower  with  deep  or¬ 
ange  red  flowers  of  a  little  after  mid-season. 
Very  nice  kind. 

Salmon — Known  locally  as  “Daphne  Salmon”.  Very 
hardy  mid-season  bloomer  with  pleasing  salmon 
colored  medium  size  flowers. 

Violacea  Rubra — Beautiful  shade  of  wine  red  color 
with  dark  green  leaves. 

Vitata  Fortuni — Fast  upright  grower  with  pale  col¬ 
ored  leaves.  White  and  lavender  variegated  and 
light  lavender  flowers  intermixed.  Start  bloom¬ 
ing  in  fall  and  continue  all  winter  and  spring. 

William  Bull — Very  hardy  upright  grower  which 
will  not  grow  compact  when  small,  but  after  a 
few  years,  will  form  nice  compact  form.  Very 
double,  orange  red  flowers  will  last  long  time  and 
one  of  the  best.

All  our  Azaleas  are  many  times  pinched  and 
pruned  that  they  are  compact,  and  loaded  with  flow¬ 
er  buds.  First  two  sizes  have  no  flower  buds  and 
good  only  for  growing  on  and  unsafe  to  plant  in 
open  until  all  danger  of  frost  is  over. 

HARDY  JAPANESE  AZALEAS 

What  we  are  listing  Hardy  Japanese  Azaleas 
and  Keampferi  include  probably  largest  varieties 
of  best  money  making  possibility  to  Nurserymen 
and  Florists  of  southern  half  of  United  States  than 
any  other  group  of  plants  of  present  day.  All  of 
them  are  evergreen  except  a  few  varieties  which 
will  lose  leaves  in  New  England  states,  and  color 
range  is  large — white,  pink,  salmon,  orange,  red, 
and  variegated.  Certain  varieties  bloom  early,  others 
late,  each  has  its  characteristic  bloom  of  its  own. 
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The  whole  country  is  sick  and  tired  oj'  ever¬ 
greens  and  common  flowering  shrubs.  They  are 
wanting  bright  colors  early  in  spring  and  something 
different  and  what  is  better  than  this  group  of 
hardy  evergreen  azaleas?  Most  of  Nurserymen  in 
this  large  section  of  country  do  not  know  them¬ 
selves  what  a  big  opportunity  is  waiting  for  them 
to  stimulate  our  trade  by  offering  this  bright  flow¬ 
ering  plant  to  their  customers. 

Azaleas  under  this  heading  are  not  dwarf  like 
Hinodegiri  or  Kurume,  but  fairly  fast  grower,  mak¬ 
ing  ultimate  heights  of  ten  to  twelve  feet  and  hardy 
in  all  parts  of  New  Jersey  and  even  farther  north. 

Amoena — One  of  the  hardiest  compact  grower  with 
small  leaves  and  rather  small  size  rosy  purple 
hose-in-hose  flowers.  Can  stand  great  deal  of 
neglect. 

Amoeaa  Superba — Similar  to  above  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  dark  purple  flower  shading  darker  to¬ 
ward  center. 

Benigiri — Fast  upright  grower  with  large  size  single 
bright  orange  red  flowers.  Mid-season. 

Flame — Bright  orange  red  flower  of  early  season. 

Fujimoyo — Small  size  hairy  leaves.  Medium  size 
beautiful  shade  of  double  lilac  flowers. 

Hardy  Firefly — Compact  growing,  very  hardy  azalea 
with  good  size  single  flower  of  most  brilliant 
fiery  red.  One  of  very  best. 

Hinamoyo — Fast  growing  upright  branches  are 
clothed  with  small  size  light  colored  leaves.  Beau¬ 
tiful  shade  of  soft  pink  flowers  will  hide  the  plant. 
Bloom  early. 

Hinodegiri — Slow  compact  growers,  but  its  fiery 
red  flowers  will  literally  smother  the  entire  plant, 
even  when  they  are  very  small,  making  one  of 
the  most  desirable  pot  plants.  Since  the  price  is 
the  same,  we  are  putting  this  variety  under  this 
heading  for  convenience. 

Indica  Alba — (See  under  heading  of  Azalea  Indica). 

Indica  Rosea — (Magnificia) — Fast  grower  with  large 
size  hairy  leaves.  Large  single  white  flowers  are 
tinted  with  rose. 

Keampferi — This  evergreen  Azalea  will  lose  its 
leaves  in  further  north,  where  it  can  stand  winter 
of  Boston  without  any  protection,  and  does  splend¬ 
idly  in  lower  south,  making  large  size  plants. 
Large  size  single  red  flowers  borne  profusely 
rather  late  in  season. 

Kimnazoi — Compact  grower  with  long  narrow  leaves. 
Deep  red,  tive  separate  narrow  petals  are  entirely 
different  from  any  other  Azalea. 

Lilacina — (Akebono,  meaning  dawn) — Delicate  shade 
of  lilac  shade  orchid  is  the  color  of  eastern  sky 
at  dawn.  Strong  grower  with  large  size  leaves. 

Macrantha — Compact  grower  with  roundish  leaves 
with  single  medium  size  pink  flowers  late  in  sea¬ 
son.  Very  hardy. 
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Macrantha,  Orang^e  Red — Similar  to  above  with  nar¬ 
row  leaves  and  orange  red  flowers.  Very  good. 

Macrantha  Double  Flowering — One  of  the  above  type 
with  double  salmon  red  flowers.  Rather  new. 

Macrcstemon  Salmoneana. — Medium  size  salmon  red 
flowers  are  produced  in  late  season  very  freely. 

Maxwelli — Leaves  and  flowers  are  as  large  as  most 
of  Indica  and  carmine-red  single  flowers  of  large 
size  is  very  attractive. 

Yayegiri — Fast  grower  with  shiny  narrow  leaves. 
Beautiful  salmon  red  hose-in-hose  flowers  in  mid¬ 
season.  Very  young  and  profuse  bloomer. 

Ycdogawa — A  semi-evergreen  with  narrow  willow¬ 
like  leaves  and  purplish  pink  double  flowers  early 
in  Spring.

KURUME  AZALEAS 

This  group,  known  botanically  as  Azalea  Obtusum 
Japonicum,  include  varieties  of  more  dwarfish  grow¬ 
ers  and  not  quite  as  hardy  as  Hardy  Japanese  group, 
but  all  Kurume  will  stand  winter  of  almost  all  sec¬ 
tions  of  southern  states  without  any  protection 
and  much  further  north  with  little  protection. 

Most  exquisite  and  delicate  coloring  of  these 
flowers,  places  this  group,  class  by  themselves,  and 
while  perfectly  adapted  for  landscape  use  in  these 
sections,  they  will  also  make  one  of  the  showiest  pot 
plants  because  all  of  them  are  very  floriferus.  Do 
not  fail  to  stock  up  with  some  plants  because  it  is 
one  of  the  best  coming  plants, 

Apple  Blossom — Hose-in-hose  pink  flowers  are  color 
of  apple  blossoms. 

Carmine  Prince — Large  size  hose-in-hose  carmine 
red  flowers  are  produced  very  freely.  Medium 
heighth,  compact. 

Cherry  Blossom — Delicate  shade  of  pink  melt  into 
white  toward  center.  Large  size  flowers. 

Christmas  Cheor — Compact  grower  with  small  shiny 
leaves.  Deepest  crimson  flowers  are  small  but 
very  attractive,  and  one  of  best  variety. 

Coral  Bell — Compact  grower  with  small  round  glos¬ 
sy  leaves  have  dainty  bell  shaped  pink  flowers 
which  are  not  large  but  very  profuse  bloomer  and 
one  of  best  favorite  with  florists. 
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Daphne — Very  compact  slow  grower,  with  delicate 
light  lavender  flowers  fading  white  in  center. 

Hortensia — Good  size,  soft  pink  hose-in-hose  flowers 
are  produced  in  large  trusses.  Medium  height. 

Lavender  Queen — Large  size  single  light  lavender 
flowers  with  white  stamens.  Dark  large  size 
leaves. 


Mauve  Beauty — Delicate  mauve  shaded  flowers,  fad¬ 
ing  into  white  center.  Medium  size  hose-in-hose 
flcweis  are  borne  very  profusely. 

Orange  Beauty — Compact  grower  with  orange  pink 
flowers  of  hose-in-hose  type  are  produced  in  very 
large  cluster. 

Poach  Blovr — One  of  fastest  growing  Kurume  with 
medium  size  single  salmon-pink  flowers  of  deli¬ 
cate  peach  flowers. 

Pink  Pearl — Large  size,  most  beautiful  salmon-rose 
color  is  shaded  lighter  towa^M  center  with  prom¬ 
inent  markings.  Borne  in  large  cluster. 


Salmon  Beauty — Large  size,  hose-in-hose  salmon- 
pink  flowers  with  light  green  foliage. 

Salmon  Queen — Large  size,  single  flowers  of  sal¬ 
mon  pink  are  produced  in  great  profusion  in  mid¬ 
season.  One  of  most  attractive. 

Snow — Purest  white,  good  size  hose-in-hose  flowers 
among  beautiful  glossy  leaves.  Liked  by  all. 

Sunster.:^ — Medium  size,  single  dark  rose-pink  flowers 
are  borne  very  heavy.

CAMELLIA  JAPONICA 

Horticultural  names  of  Camellia  Japonicas  are 
so  badly  confused  that  we  are  not  still  sure  of  many 
of  them,  but  we  have  enough  of  kinds  which  are 
recognized  by  leading  nurserymen  by  such  names 
as  we  list,  that  we  are  offering  these  named  Cam¬ 
ellias  under  three  classes. 

We  are  fortunate  possessor  of  Nouvelle  Icono- 
graphie  des  Camellias  published  in  1848-1860  with 
more  than  five  hundred  natural  colored  illustrations 
with  names  and  we  will  follow  their  names  as  far 
as  possible. 

'  Many  names,  however,  will  have  to  be^  revised 
yet,  and  in  order  not  to  mislead  you,  we  intended 
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to  print  pictures  of  every  kind  we  offer,  but  because 
of  poor  business,  we  decided  to  defer  this  undertak¬ 
ing’  till  later  date.  We  are  illustrating  seven  types 
of  flowers  and  by  refering  to  them,  you  can  form 
better  ideas  of  what  we  mean  by  “peony  form”, 
“very  double”  etc. 

In  our  own  experience  which  covers  many  years 
with  thousands  of  Camellias,  we  found  that  pot 
bound  Camellias  are  very  slow  to  “take”  to  soil  when 
transplanted  in  field  or  lawn,  and  often  die  back 
for  two  and  three  years  after  transplanted.  We 
may  offer  some  potted  Camellias  for  Florists’  trade 
in  future,  but  what  we  are  offering  now  are  for 
planting  in  open  ground,  and  we  are  confident  that 
bed  grown  Camellias  lifted  carefully  with  ball  of 
earth,  as  we  do,  will  make  far  better  growth  after 
transplanted  in  open  field  than  pot  bound  stock. 
We  would  like  to  hear  your  expression  on  this  mat¬ 
ter. 

In  describing  varieties,  where  no  mention  of  sea¬ 
son  of  flowering  is  made,  they  are  mid-season  var¬ 
ieties. 

CLASS  A  CAMELLIAS 

Mrs.  Abby  Wilder — Peony  shaped  white  flowers  of 
medium  to  large,  with  tiny  sprashes  of  pink.  Com¬ 
pact  and  good  grower.

Some  are  thick  peony  flowers  with  500  petals  but 
some  flowers  are  loose  peony  form  with  yellow 
spemens.  See  illustration. 

Empress  of  India — Very  late  dahlia  shape  flowers 
have  unusually  pleasing  salmon  color  which  is  not 
often  found  in  any  other  Camellias. 

Herme — Very  large  loose  peony  form  of  elegant 
shape.  Pink  and  red  variegated  wi:h  white  mar¬ 
gin.  Have  faint  scent.  One  of  very  best.  See 
illustration. 

Lady  Hume’s  Blush — Very  double  and  symmetrical 
petals  are  delicately  blushed  with  Hesh  color  which 
is  much  lighter  than  Pink  Perfection. 

Monarch — Deep  pink  flower  of  enormous  size,  hav¬ 
ing  many  clusters  of  stamen  and  petals,  inside 
of  larger  outer  petals,  making  a  single  flower 
equal  tO'  a  bouquet.  Beautiful  foliage  and  com¬ 
pact  grower. 

Otome — Similar  to  Pink  Perfection  with  much  lar¬ 
ger  flowers  with  each  end  of  petals  fading  to 
lighter  shade  of  shell  pink. 

Prof,  C.  S.  Sargent — Very  thick  peony  form  of  solid 
crimson  of  medium  size. 


SEMI-DOUBLE
